I have noticed that recently the VFO on my Johnson 500 has started to shift 
up and down maybe 20 cycles in a constant action. Sort of wobbles on the 
frequency in a very steady manner. 


I have checked all the tubes in the vfo and regulator. It does not seem as 
obvious when using a xtal but I think it is still there when I listen to the 
vfo with my receiver in the ssb or cw mode. 


Although I have not checked the low voltage (350 vdc) 5U4 in the powersupply 
the problem is pointing in that direction. I have also noticed that when I 
key the vfo or xtal spot that sometimes the grid drive does not come on. I 
had suspected it was the switch but now I suspect that it is the low B+ that 
is erratic. 


Have you ever experienced anything like this. Unfortunately it is very 
intermittent and difficult to trouble shoot. 


Thanks for your thoughts.

Ahhhhh, the SX-42. A dream or a nightmare. There is something called 
"cognitive dissonance", which means that you want something badly that you 
know will hurt immensely. I have restored three SX-42's, and another waits 
in the shed. 


The upside: Beautiful. Dials glow green. High sensitivity, reasonably 
stable, fairly good filters, gets FM band. Hot for 10 m and 6 m bands, 


unlike most single-conversion sets. GREAT sound. 


The downside: The restoration ranges from moderately tough to brutal. The 


big problem, in short, is the bandswitch. Restored sets can be twitchy and 
require q-spoilers to damp oscillation. Cosmetics will be difficult if too 
far gone, I don't know of anyone screening the front panels, so paint will 
have to be carefully patched to save the lettering. The plastic bits are 
delicate, but can often be improved by gentle polishing. 


The bottom line: Front panel condition is everything. If it is 
restorable, a dirty, complete, vaguely working set here (US) would be worth 
about $150. Cut $50 for bad front panel. Add $50 for fairly nice 
cosmetics. I would not sell a fully restored set for less than $400 due to 
the work involved. Whether anyone would want to buy it for that price is 
another matter.....

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 


there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy -- keep this off the list! 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale!

Yes, probably, both are rated for 1400 piv, but the 5Y3 will only handle a 
max. of abt 150 ma, vs 175 for the 5V4. I'd suggest you get an old ARRL hdbk 
that has tube info in it, or an RCA rcvg tube manual, or similar. Sounds like 
you'd have future use for them, and you can pick them up for $5-6 usually - off 
the list, at a ‘fest, etc.

>Anyone tried to get their radar scope to display a picture, something 
>similar to the scan that would have been there when in service ? 


Ben, let me tell you about the VK-3 radar repeater that I bought from 
Eli Heffron's Cambridge, Mass, surplus emporium in the summer of '59. 

It was about 2 feet square and 4 feet high, more than a man could lift, 
had a 12" diameter PPI scope and 146 other tubes. It had range and 
bearing controls and sweep magnification and range markers, so of course 
it had an electronic radial sweep system. The sweep amplifier had PP 
parallel 807W for X and Y magnetic deflection. So there was a unit with 
8 807Ws arranged in two rows of four across the back. 


The unit I bought (tagged USS Hawkins!) was missing the sweep amp, for 
some reason. I took up the challenge of restoring the thing over the 
summer, without a manual. Found all the bits, plus an IFF set anda 
gear assembly with synchros that would supply a rotating 36:1 synchro 
signal to the VK-3. Hooked a TV antenna to the IFF receiver and got 
channel 7 video, used that as video to the VK-3. 


With the gears revved up by a servo motor, you could get about 15 
segments of WNAC-TV on the PPI. While this attracted attention, it was 
somehow less than satisfying. I made plans to do something with ultra- 
sound, but my senior year at MIT got in the way and I never followed 
through. Cut that battleship anchor loose in 1980, on my way to MN. 


There was a time when ultrasonic range finder assemblies for cameras 
were being sold cheap. Put one of them on a rotating device synched 
to your scope and you'd be all set. Would even work if your set is 
not PPI but amplitude vs distance, and it wouldn't have to rotate.
